Prince Konoye, the Japanese Prime Minister

With the Japanese columns at Mengehen 45 
miles northwest of Pengpu the neck to the 
Hsuchowfu salient is being reduced in width, 
‘and, unless this move can be halted by the 
Chinese, the time should not be far distant 
when the Chinese command will have to con- 
sider withdrawing from a position which at 
resent gives them command of the important

{a the post it is reasonable to suppose that the 
Chinese will not allow themselves to be cut 
‘off by the Japanese and foreed to make a 
desperate stand for Hsuchowfu, which with 
communications cut could only have one result, 
and if they follow precedents which they have 
already established, further Japanese advances 
northwest from Pengpu will oblige the Chinese 
command to extricate their forces before it is 
too late and the pincers close on them. If 
that were indeed to happen it would amount 
to the first really serious defeat inflicted on 
the Chinese, and would involve the loss of a 
Sonsiderable amount of material as well as in 
casualties. If the Japanese can be stopped the 
situation should remain satisfactory to the 
Chinese, but, if the advance continues, there 
can be only ‘one answer, if China wants those 
forees to fight another day. 











‘The Descent on Amoy 


‘The landing of the Japanese at Amoy may 
be regarded as a portion of the greater scheme 
designed {o bring about the end of the long 
struggle proceeding in Shantung. ‘The Chinese 
hhave been concentrating large forces for the 
purpose of holding on to Hsuchowfy and giv- 
ing the Japanese the sternest battle of ‘the 
whole campaign. Chinese have still lars 
sources of men and are undoubtedly training 
large numbers eventually to take the fleld and 
make up the huge wastage with which the 
fAghting has been characterised. They have been 
able to concentrate sufficient forces north of 
the Yangtze to hold up the Japanese for some 
‘months, and though it seems that the latter are 
now being able to make a move, the forces 
‘opposed to them are by no means to bedespised, 
A landing in southern China, even if it is only 
a feint, would have the effect of preventing the 
further massing of troops north of the Yangtze 
and by the use of comparatively small forces 
in places like Amoy and Swatow, and even 
points further south would give the Chinese a 









which have proved so inconvenient to the 
Japanese armies. There is also the possibility 
that Japan will’ attempt to close south China 
‘as a door through which valuable supplies reach 
the Chinese Government at Hankow, though 
that will require larger bodies of men than 
they appear to contemplate utilizing at the 
moment, and the probabilities are more in 
favour of the felnting theory than the wholesale 
embarkation upon a campaign for the com- 
plete subjugation of south China. 


No Mediation 


It is just os well that Mr. Chamberlain made 
ft plain in the House of Commons that it was. 
useless to offer to mediate until both sides had 
‘shown willingness to accept, and that there is 
no Indication at present that such is likely. ir 
the immediate future. Only. yesterday. this 
Journal pointed out that the temper of China is 
Such that it would refuse to deal with the 
Japanese in connection with a restoration of 
peace, not only because of the manner in which 
her national spirit has been outraged by Japan- 
‘ese actions, but also because the hostilities up 
fo the present have followed lines ant 
bby the Chinese command and its advisers. On 
the other hand the Japanese persistently aver 
that they will not deal with Chiang Kai-shek in 
‘ny event, so that it is dificult to see how any 
intermediary could be of service to either of 
the opponents. Admiral Suctsugu is reported 
to be looking forward to an carly collapse of 
the Chiang regime. That is unlikely, s0 long a8 
the conviction remains in the minds of the 
Chinese that, though they may suffer reverses 
in the field, they’ may ‘win the war merely 
by the fact of dragging it out. ‘That theory has 
not yet been tested to the full, and untit Chiang 
Kal-shek’s supporters are convinced that it. 1s 
wrong—and this journal does not for one moment 
suggest that it i—they will continue to follow 
hhis leadership. Reuter's diplomatic correspond. 
ent is probably correct in thinking that both 
sides are capable of carrying on fora long time 
without seriously cracking up on either the 
military or economic side, and 0 Tong 35 this 
is so the hoslilities are likely to continue, The 
‘whole business may look like a game of begear- 
my-neighbour as it undoubtedly is, but which

Another By-Election 

With the elevation of Mr. William Ormsby-

From the figures it 
would seom that in each instance the reverse 
thar mot been due so much to the accession of 
strength by the opposition candidates as by 0 
Feluctance to vote on the part of those who 
would normally be the supporters of the Gove 
eriment, and all this i {0 be attributed to the 
large amount of support which Me. den and 
the policy for which he stood are stil able to 
command. in. the country. Mr. Chamberlain 
hs already achieved much’ in the understand 
ng which he has reached with Signor Mussolini, 

it he has not yet secured such striking. proof 
of the correctness of his policy as will turn 
present support for Ms Eden in his own direc 
tion, The British public is still suspicious of 
Malian protestations: it requires {0 see words. 
translated into deeds, and until it has seen that 
there will not be that whole-hearted support for 
Mr. Chamberlain which bo undoubtedly desires, 
He has plenty of time to go before the next 
general election comes round, and, by the time 
It does, it is likely,—should he by that time 
have obtained proofs of the wisdom of his 
statecratt—that the National. Government will 
again be teturned. If, by some unlucky reason, 
Mr, Eden's estimate of the European situation 
should have. been proved to be correct, then 
there is every possibility of the present gov- 
ernment being defeated and Labour regaining 
power.

More Moscow Trials 


So Moscow is preparing to stage another of 
{ts state trials, and this time the prisoners who 
have already’ been arrested will be charged 
with having by their conduct “destroyed the 
reputation of Soviet justice,” and with having 
made excessive application ‘of the death sent 
fence. Amongst the accused is Krylonko, almost 
as relentless a judge as Vyshinsky Isa prosecutor. 
He, having hounded a large number of persons to 
their deaths through the farcteal trials of Mos- 
cow, is now to be subjected to the same process, 
and’ apparently the work is {o be entrusted to 
Vyshinsky. It will be interesting to watch 
Krylenko's reaction to the mereiless prosecution 
of Vyshinsky, receiving a dose of that same 
medicine which he preseribed for others, while 
there will naturally’ be some speculation as to 
how Vyshinsky himself will feel with the reali- 
zation that he, in his term, may one day be 
found guilty of the same’ offences as those 
alleged against the latest prisoners. ‘The grave 
danger for any politician in Moscow arises from 
being too prominent, or even too enthusiastic 
in the performance of his duty, and as Krylenko 
has risen to his fall, so also’ may Vyshinsky. 
There has been much too much of the old cry 
of the Queen in “Alice in Wonderland” of “Of 
with their heads," and the men who have 
obeyed that injunction with the greatest eMel- 
feney stand in grave daiiger of the same re- 
mark being sooner or later directed against 
them. The charge of having by thelr conduct 
“destroyed the reputation of Soviet Justice,” 
will undoubtedly seem strange to foreign ob- 
servers, so many of whom are convinced. that 
jet justice hus no reputation and could not, 
therefore, have it destroyed. Tt may be safely 
forecast that when the prisoners do stand their 
trial none of them will offer such a plea, unless 
they wish {o make perfectly sure of committing 
suicide. ‘They will be fairly sure to die in any 
event, but the very obvious plea will undoubt- 
edly contribute to the certainty of their end.

When the countries who 
were affected by Japanese dumping 
resorted to protective tariffs in an 
‘effort to check the economic invasion, 
Sopan ‘raised a strong hue and cry. 
‘Asn matter of fact, the dumping 
policy aggravates the economic hard 
Ghips suffered by the consumers in 
Japan, who have to bear a part of 
the cost of the goods dumped abroad.

‘The Re-armament Race

The lotter signed HuNsao Housenotoen| 
draws attention to the rapidly-deteriorating| 
state of affairs to the west of Shanghai beyond) 
the defence perimeter. He writes with very| 
considerable restraint, but gives sufficient of] 
an outline to enable readers to fill in their] 
‘own detail. Tomorrow, May 12, will end| 
‘exactly six months since the Japanese forces] 
officially occupied the whole of the Hungjao 
area, and it is interesting to review the con- 
dition in which Shanghai now finds itself. 
Despite the fact that the Japanese have been’ 
in undisputed possession of Shanghai for that 
period the city has been denied the pos- 
sibilities of a return to normality to a degree 
which fits ill with the assurances which have 
been given. Free access is not yet possible 
north of Soochow Creek, trams are not yet 
allowed to ply in Hongkew and Yangtszepoo, 
there has been some return to factory activity 
though not to an extent likely to solve 
Shanghal’s immediate problems, the Whang- 
oo is not being attended to as so important| 
a waterway requires, while access to the; 
Hungjao area is attended by all sorts of] 
capricious regulations as to make residence 
there unnecessarily burdensome. By these] 
‘self-same restrictions the farmers west of the| 
railway are hindered in their work of pro- 
ducing vegetable food for this city, and while] 
the state of affairs in this respect is not im~ 
mediately serious, unless they are permitted 
to get into full stride with the production of| 
thelr erops, the repercussion on Shanghai 
some months hence may prove most serious, 
‘Apart from that the discipline maintained by 
the Japanese troops in that area is still open 
to severe criticism. An example of what is 
here meant is to be found in a report reaching 
this office yesterday to the effect that on fay 
5 two Japanese sentries marched a Chinese 
with his hands tied behind his back across} 
the Jessfield Railway Bridge, and when he| 
reached the damaged portion he was pushed 
into ‘the Creek, ‘Though foreign observers| 
waited and watched for a quarter of an hour] 
the man did not reappear. Later the same day 
three more Chinese were first beaten, taken on 
the bridge and forced to jump into the Creek. 
Fortunately they were able to struggle 
‘ashore. 3 

Foreigners who endeavour to understand 
the reasons’ for the very apparent short- 
comings of the Japanese in this area are] 
thrown back on the choice of one of three 
Jalternatives, though it is possible that they’ 
‘are due to a combination of all three. ‘There| 
fare those who are firmly of the opinfon that| 
the failure to afford Shanghai the opportunity 
of starting on the long process of rehabilita~ 
tion is due to sheer contraricty on the part of| 
the Japanese authorities; others attribute it 
all to inefficiency, and there does scem to be! 
‘some ground for that belief, while yet a third! 
class contend that most of’ the difficulty lies] 
in inability to maintain law and order in and] 
around Shanghai. That last alternative! 
naturally embraces the indiscipline which has! 
‘been noticed amongst the Japanese troops in| 
the western area, the primary cause of the| 
brutality and outrage which are all too] 
frequent and constitute a very serious blot 
upon the Japanese escutcheon. Incidents of! 
brutal behaviour, even amounting to murder, 
as indicated above must be the result of a 
lack of discipline, for it is still inconceivable 
that responsible Japanese officers countenance 
for one moment the various crimes per- 
petrated against the ignorant and compara~ 
tively harmless Chinese countryman. This 
Journal still prefers to believe that such be- 
haviour is utterly contrary to the wishes of 
the Japanese command and that the latter! 
would stop it, if they knew how. It is of no 
avail to complain that foreign ‘witnesses of 
such incidents will not come forward and 
testify against the culprits. To do s0, they 
fear, would invite reprisals from the comrades 
of the men so proved guilty. But the fact that 
such witnesses will not come forward does 
not in any way lessen the truth of the ac~ 
counts. The tally of such occurrence is too 
Tong, in most cases too well substantiated, to 
‘pormit of the existence of much unbelief. 

Tt is but natural that first attention should 
be paid to the humanitarian considerations 
which such brutal behaviour inspires, but 
now, we may ask, what about Shanghai?) For| 
the last six months the Japanese have had! 
it in their power to allow Shanghai to com- 
mence repairing some of the awful damage 
that has been inflicted upon her. ‘There are 
still hundreds of thousands of Chinese anxious 
to get back to work. Their neglect to do so! 
results not only in the complete stagnation’ 
fof the place, but adds daily to the tale of 
damage. ‘The Whangpoo is going from bad to 
worse through sheer neglect, a neglect which. 
is completely contrary to the assurances re~ 
garding neutral foreign interests which it has 
been s0 frequently alleged it is one of the! 
chief aims of the Japanese to protect. At the 
risk of overmuch reiteration it must be again| 
‘strongly emphasized that there is not one 
valid military or naval reason why the work’ 
of rehabilitating the harbour should not be| 
set in hand at once, instead of which millions 
of dollars of conservancy plant are lying idle 
when so much ‘could-be done to maintain the 
arbour at that degree of efficiency neces 
sitated by the enormous trade it has handled! 
in the past and may confidently expect to deal | 
with in the future. ‘The same,arguments to

No surprise should be aroused in Japanesc| 
minds to learn that there is a by no means

rest of their nation to the two persons around 
‘whom all the pomp and ceremony of Empire 
was centred, Shanghai has passed through a 
bewildering year. No one thought when the 
martial sounds of royal salutes reverberated 
around the Race Course on two evenings so 
short a while ago, that in a very few months, 
almost exactly three, Shanghai would hear 
the great organs of war play their hideous 
symphony for months to come. None could 
have anticipated the ruin and destruction 
which has been wreaked upon this unhappy 
city, or the damage which was to be done to 
foreign, and preeminently British interests. 
Few yet realize how great will be the full tale 
of damage, and this is 10 occasion to dwell 
upon it, Rather will the British community 
turn their eyes for the day to that glorious 
picture of May 12, 1937, when their hearts 
travelled back over the thousands of miles ta 
Westminster, where a King and his Queen 
were consecrated to the service of the British 
people. They will give heartfelt thanks that 
the couple represent all that is for the best 
in British characteristics and tradition, and 
will offer a prayer that ‘Their Majesties will 
be granted long years to continue the good 
work which they have started so well. 
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FIGHT FOR HSUCHOWFU 
May 13. 

‘The importance attached by the Japanese 
to the struggle which is developing with 
inereased tempo around Hsuchowfu is in= 
dicated by the statements , attributed to 
Admiral Nobumasa Suetsugu, Japanese Home 
‘Minister, who is reported to have said that 
impending military developments will foreo 
the collapse of the Hankow Government, and 
that “the situation is coming to a definite 
pass.” ‘The admiral admitted that even then, 
when Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek is, 
driven inland, he may still refuse to say he 
was finished. ‘That view is naturally not 
shared by the Chinese leaders and General Li 
‘Tsung-jen in command of the Shantung- 
Anhwel-Kiangsu war zone has expressed his 
confidence in the outcome of the fight de~ 
veloping in the area under his charge. Chi« 
nese reports suggest that a strength of no less 
than 400,000 men are being used to prevent 
the important railway junction of Hsuchowfu 
falling into Japanese hands. Opposed to that 
foree, formidable in numbers if not in equip 
ment, is a considerably smaller body of 
Japanese whose superior material and equip 
ment fully compensates for the numerical 
difference and gives the advantage to the 
invaders. ‘That is in tum offset, to some 
extent, by the determination and gallantry of 
the Chinese in the field, the heightened morale 
resulting from the successful manner in which 
they have held up the Japanese columns in 
that area and the reverses they have managed 
to inflict upon their opponents. ‘The setback 
which the Japanese received at Taierchwang 
‘und the stubborn resistance which the Chinese 
have been able to put up east of Hsuchowfu 
generally has Jed to a change in Japanese 
plans, and it is now intended to take by 
envelopment what did not fall to a frontal 
attack, ‘The principal developments along 
this line are to be found in the progress made 
by the Japanese columns southwest from 
‘Tsining, having Kuelteh as the main objec~ 
tive, and the advance on Mengehen from the 
south, and further progress northwestwards 
again aiming towards the same city. The total 
result up to the present is that the distance 
separating the northern and southern Japan~ 
es forees is reduced to something under 100 
miles. 

‘The fate of Hsuchowfu depends upon whe- 
ther these two movements ean be sufficiently 
developed still further to reduce that gap, 
‘and, if they succced materially in doing 50, 
General Li Tsung-jon will find himsolf obliged 
to retreat from the environs of that city and 
withdraw westward as quickly as possible. 
It will be by no means an casy matter to 
extricate his 400,000 men from the area in 
which they are at present, for he will be 
completely deprived of railway facilities and 
‘will have to move across country with little 
road communication. Any idea of remaining 
at Hsuchowfu and fighting it out would be 
suicidal, would in no ways contribute to a 
Chinese victory, and would entail the sacrifice 
‘of a large body of men, who because of what 
they have already gone through are probably 
by now the best material China has 
in her armies, for they should be tough, 
seasoned warriors, Should the Japanese 
command sueceed in their declared intention 
fof trapping General Li Tsung-jen's forces 
they will have achieved the biggest victory 
‘of their present campaign, and will have suc~ 
ceeded in bringing the Chinese armies to a 
positional battle in which the superiority of 
material must inevitably gain the day. 
Fortunately for the Chinese, it has been re~ 
peatedly shown that their high command has 
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generally succeeded in avolding any such 
disaster, and what the next few days will] 
have to decide is whether the Japanese can 
prosecute the familiar pincer-like movement] 
to its expected conclusion before General Li 
can get, his men out. Recent utterances of 
Japanese leaders seem to indicate that fol- 
lowing the fall of Hsuchowfu the downfall of| 
the Chinese Government will occur. In this 
the wish may be father to the thought, There 
are at present no indications of anything of 
the nature qccurring, and, indeed, the utter- 
anees of the Generalissimo and his supporters! 
indleate that the determination to resist the| 
Japanese aggression is just as strong as ever| 
it was, and even the possible loss of Hsuchow-| 
fu, which has ong been contemplated by the 
Chinese command, Js unlikely to have any 
great effect in reducing it. 

‘What then are the probable developments 

it and when the Japanese obtain control of| 
the Tsin-pu Railway? If General Li can 
remove his forces more or less intact they| 
will undoubtedly be used in the defence of| 
Hankow, before which, it has been repeatedly 
‘announced, it is the intention of the Chinese 
Government to make a big stand. Here a| 
repetition of the recent history of Hsuchowfu| 
may be expected. It would be idle to suggest 
that the Chinese would be unable to offer| 
effective resistance against any move on their| 
temporary capital. At the very least they| 
may be expected to put up as fine a fight as 
they are doing around Hsuchowfu while their! 
enemies will be at a disadvantage owing to| 
‘the greatly increased length of the lines of 
communication and the larger possibilities 
this will offer for the guerrilla tactics which 
throughout north China are proving so em~ 
barrassing. Even the fall of Hankow need 
not necessarily mean the end of hostilities. 
Chiang Kai-shek in one of his pronounce- 
ments contemplated in that event retreat into] 
the mountains of west China whence . he 
‘would, maintain a continual harrassment of] 
the Japanese forces, putting Japan to con- 
tinual and great expense, and bringing about 
that nancial attrition ‘which the Chinese 
Teaders have regarded as one means of ulti- 
mately winning this undeclared war. Pursuit] 
‘ef such a policy might it is true not lead to| 
the driving out of the invaders, but it may 
eventually induce them to come to terms| 
which at present they so steadfastly refuse to] 
do. It is natural that the Japanese should’ 
Jook forward to a collapse of the Chinese 
Government, They have hold of the ‘tiger! 
by the tail and it is diMeult and dangerous to 
‘Jet go. Their only chance is that the tiger| 
‘will lose his head, and perhaps by continually 
twisting his caudal appendage that might be 
Drought about. At present it does not seem| 
very likely, ‘There are no perceptible signs 
that the Chinese Government is near collapse, 
‘The Japanese statesmen would like it to be, 
for on the present showing that is the only) 
means by which they can attain the ultimate] 
trlumph which alone will Justify thelr reck- 
Jess Incursion into China. 


























THE LEAGUE COUNCIL 
May 14. 

While no formal resolution was passed] 
by the League of Nations Council on the 
subject of the British proposal that each’ 
nation should recover its liberty of action 
in regard to the recognition of the conquest] 
of Ethiopia it is clear that the proposal has| 
the support of the majority of the members 
‘of the Council, and there is very little rea~ 
son to doubt ' that the British thesis has! 
found acceptance, ‘The most pathetic fea~' 
ture of the proceedings was the attendance 
fof the Emperor of Abyssinia, and the mov- 
ing plea put forward on his behalf by the 
Ethiopian delegate, “We do not expect 
material assistance, but we ask that Ethio-| 
pia be allowed to remain among you as an| 
Image of violated rights.” ‘The League will 
ultimately have to consider whether « the! 
delegates representing Haile Selassie are to 
be allowed to attend future sessions of the| 
League, and when the point comes up tor| 
consideration there will probably be much| 
heartbuning. For those’individual members| 
of the League which have already recognized 
the Ialian conquest, and those others which 
fare bound to do so'in the very near future| 
‘will be unable logically to agree to the 
further attendance of the Ethiopian delega~ 
tion, for its retention of membership would 
amount to a denial of the very recognition 
Which Italy seeks and which so many! 
nations are now ready to. accord. It is 
obvious that Italy will not be satisfied with 
‘any modified recognition as the continued 
presence wf the Ethiopian delegation at the 
League's sessions would entail, and when 
the matter comes up for discussion there! 
will be only one decision possible, and that} 
is that Ethiopia as such must cease to be 
‘a member of the League. It is perhaps just} 
‘as well that this should be s0, for a con~ 
tinuance of membership would ‘be 0 very 
embarrassing futility and an uncomfortable 
reminder of the sins of the past. ‘The whole 
business Teaves a very nasty taste in the| 
mouth, and reemphasizes the gecater wiscom| 
Which’ would have sought to adjust | Italo+ 
‘Abyssinian differences along some such lines] 
‘as the Hoare-Laval scheme. 

It is a sorry business when principles have 
to give place to expedients, but conditions 
are such in the world ‘at this present! 
Gay that matters have to be looked at| 
through realistic and not idealistic glasses 
‘The high ideals which inspired the fram- 
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jers_of the Covenant of thé. Leagis| 
‘were thwarted by the draftsmanship of those 
holding them. Tt had in it the seeds of that} 
desay which is so woefully apparent now, and 
a general failure to ive that fact 1s 
largely responsible for ‘the departure of so 
many members, and the lack of complete 
tunity amongst those who stili adhere to it. 
Nevertheless, if there is to be any question 
of adhering to principles which are mot now 
so generally accepted—and that no matter 
how true they may be—and the possibility 
of a general disruption of the present very 
tunstable peace, there can be only one answer. 
If the statesmen of Europe have to choose 
between principles and the possibility of war 
there is only one way the choice can go. That 
Is the choice which Mr. Chamberlain has 
made. “The original declaration did not have 
the effect it was hoped it would have; it 
falled to divert Italy from her course. The| 
result is that in the main the conquest of| 
Abyssinia is an accomplished fact, and can 
‘be made no less real by any endeavour to 
refuse to recognize it, It is readily admitted 
that this is a very cynical manner of looking 
at the matter, but the endeavour to establish 
an effective system of international morality 
has for the moment, failed and the nations 
of the world have been forced to equip them~ 
selves with very long spoons. ‘The original 
mistake was that Ethiopia was ever allowed 
to believe that members of the League 
would give her the support she required. 
‘They could not in fact do so. What little 
they were able to do was ineffectual, and all 
that remained to do was to make the best of 
avery bad job, That this means the ad- 
ministering of a quictus to any hopes which 
Ethiopia expects of further assistance from the| 
League is one Of those regrettable facts which 
hhave to be faced. On the other hand it must be 
remembered that the decisions of the League 
are not at any time to be regarded as the law 
fof the Medes and Persians; different condi- 
tions may require modifications of judgment, 
and though in this case there is an unpleasant 
degree of unpalatability about the matter the 
facts have to be accepted as they are. 

Lord Halifax in his speech before the: 
Council reaffirmed Great Britain's loyalty to 
the principles underlying the League; he 
neither sought to approve or condone what 
Italy had done in Abyssinia, His point, that 
no cause was served by vain lamentations ot 
the past when the future required the re~ 
sources of constructive minds, is well taken. 
So also is his contention that “It is not right| 
to exclude the possibility of taking steps to 
secure the measure of good results for world 


|.peace that is within our power, because it is 


unfeasible to secute full international ‘ac- 
ceptance of the high ideals for which the 
League stands.” In those few words there 
is much significance. They mean that cer- 
tain nations are obliged to follow roads, along| 
which they would rather not travel, because 
‘others choose to do so. It is hoped'by some 
people that when more stable conditions are| 
Feached in the world it will be possible to] 
set about the re-erection of a new moral! 
structure, ‘The necessity is there, and in| 
many cases the inclination. ‘That inclination] 
may prove even stronger when a general! 
‘Appeasement has been effected, and theambi- 
tions of certain countries met as far as it is] 
possible, For .humanity does not want to] 
Aight. Statesmen do not want to, though 
they are often forced to do so because of 
circumstances which have passed beyond 
their control. But if that new edifice is ever 
constructed it will have to be on much 
different lines than the League, which, despite 
its many failures. has much to its credit. It 
will have to be so reconstructed that it will 
be impossible again to allege that it was 
‘ereated for the enforcement of peace treaties, 
‘and will probably have to operate along 
ines much different from those which early 
enthusiasms conceived possible. ‘The day 
come when high ideals will again prevail in 
the world. They may for the moment be 
obscured by all that has happened in the 
past, but expedients can at the most be but 
Temporary solvents of immediate difficulties, 
while ideals still have the quality of im- 
mortality. 


AN: EMPEROR’S WORDS 
May 16. 

‘This journal has had several occasions to 
write about the conduct of the Japanese 
soldiers in the Hungjao Area. It has not] 
done 0 as often as it could, for it has only 
faccepled the stories of people whose bona| 
fides and veracity are absolutely unquestion- 
fable, but it knows of more'cases than it has! 
reported. The treatment of Mr. E. S. Wil- 
kinson is just one of those incidents which 
it was feared would sooner or later occur in| 
the district, wing to the complete lack of! 
discipline which subordinate members of the] 
Japanese forces display. It would be unfair! 
to criticise the endeavours of the Japanese 
spokesman to glaze matters over in the way| 
he did on Friday evening. He was obviously’ 
not completely informed, but even if his in- 
formation were correct it would not do away| 
with the fact that Mr. Wilkinson, while in| 
the custody of Japanese soldiers. at one time! 
hhad a bayonet presented at his throat, while| 
‘at another he was surrounded by a number| 
‘0f Japanese soldiers, “who performed a sort 
of war-dance abaut him, shouting insults and] 
striking him about the face and body. One| 
of them stabbed him with a bayonet in the| 
back, over the right shoulder-blade, inflicting 

















a large wound, but apparently not reaching 
the lung, while another hit him with a fist 
in the right eye causing swelling and red: 
ness.” There can be no doubt in the official 
Japanese mind of the nature of Mr. Wilkin- 
son's injuries: they were attended to by a. 
‘Japanese surgeon who stitched his wound, 
The fairness of Mr. Wilkinson's account of 
‘what happened to,him is demonstrated by the 
tribute which he pays to the very courteous. 
treatment accorded to him. by the officers 
‘and men with wirom he subsequently came 
into contact. It is clear that when officers| 
‘are about the Japanese soldiers behave them- 
‘selves properly. There is an inference to be 
drawn from that fact which is all too obvious, 

‘The intimate connection between this jour- 
nal and Mr. Wilkinson makes it somewhat 
difficult to comment on this particularly dis- 
tressing case. “Fortunately the editor recently. 
‘came into possession of a translation of a 
reseript issued by the Japanese Emperor in. 
1883. It is taken from Prof. Scherer’s, 
Defies the World” and it is stated that Japan- 
ese recruits have to know it by rote. The 
Emperor's own words provide the best and 
‘most temperate criticism of the whole busi- 
ness: — 

“We are your supreme Commander-in-Chiet 
(Our elation with you wil be most inmate 
when We rely upon you as Our limbs and 
you look up to Us as your head. Whether| 
‘We are able to guard ihe Empire, and 's0 
Drove Ourselt worthy of Heaven's ‘blessings 
and repay the benevolence of Our Ancestors, 
depends upon the faithful discharge of your 
duties. We give you the following precepts: 

1. ‘The soldier and the sailor should con- 
sider Loyalty their’ essential duty. 
fore, neither be led astray by’ current 
opinions nor meddle in polities, but with 
single heart fulfl your “essential duty of 
loyalty, and bear in mind that “duty is 

sna mountain, while deat 

Hesies than a father. pate 

soldier and the sailor should be| 
strict in observing Propriety. It you, soldiers] 

‘and sailors, neglect to observe propriety, 

‘treating your superiors with disrespect and. 

your inferiors with harshness, . and. thus 

Cause harmonious co-operations to be lost, 

you will not only be a blight upon 

but also unpardonable offenders 

State. 

3. ‘The soldiers and the sailors should 
esteem Valour. But there is true valour and| 
false. To be excited by mere impetuosity to 
violent action cannot be called true valour. 
Never to despise an inferior enemy or fear a 
superior, but to do one’s duty as soldier or 
sailor, that Js true valour. ‘Those who thus 
appreciate true valour should in thelr daily 
intercourse set gentleness first and alm to 
win the love and esteem of others. If you 
affect valour, and act with violence, the world 
will in the end detest you and look upon you 
as wild essts Of this you should take 

4. ‘The soldier and the sailor should] 
highly value Faithfulness and Righteous 
ness. "Faithfulness implies the keeping of 
‘one's word, and righteousness the fulfilment 
of one’s duiy. If then you wish to be faith- 
ful and righteous in anything, you must. 
carefully consider at the outset whether you] 
‘can accomplish it or not. 

‘3. The soldier and the sailor should make 
Simplicity thelr aim. If you do not make 
‘simplicity your aim, you will become 
effeminate and frivolous and acquire fond- 
ress for luxurious and extravagant ways; you 
‘will finally gfow selfish and sordid and’ sink 
to the last degree of baseness, so that neither 
loyalty nor valour will avail fo save you from| 
the contempt of the world, 

‘These five articles should not be dis. 
regarded even for a moment by soldiers and 
sailors. Now for putting them into practice, 
the all-important is Sincerity. If only the 
hheart be sincere, anything can be accom- 
plished. Moreover, these five articles are the] 
Grand Way of Heaven. and Earth and the| 
universal law of humanity, easy to observe 
fand to practice. If you, soldiers and sailors, 
in obedience to Our instruction, will observe 
‘and practice these principles and fulfil your: 
uty" of grateful service to the country, it 
will be source of joy, not to Ourself alone,| 
Dut to all people of Japan.

AFTER HSUCHOW WHAT? 

May 17. 
The fall of Hsuchowfu, by the time these| 
lines are printed, will probably be only a 
matter of hours, and Japanese quarters in| 
Peiping, which expected to receive such a 
report within twenty-four hours of Sunday 
night, will have had their predictions justified, 
Along the Lunghai Railway’ on Sunday 
Japanese columns marching-north and south 
reported to have reached within four 
Kilometres of each other, resulting in the! 
complete domination of the railway and the 
practical closing of the pincers around the 
Hsuchowfu area. Japanese claims that the 
Chinese are fleeing in-all directions would | 
appear to indicate that while they have| 
succeeded in working round the Chinese pos!- 
tion west of the Tsinpu Railway, it has been 
by isolated columns rather than by  the| 
maintenance of a complete front surrounding | 
the Chinese in that area, and it may very well 
be that a large proportion of the Chinese will 
even now succeed in .extrieating themselves 
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from thelr very unfortunate. predicament, 
For game reason or othcr the timing of the 
‘Chinese command seems to have gone wrong. 
Tt was apparent last week that the time 
‘would come when, In all prudence, the 
Chinese forces would have to be withdrawn 
from the Hsuchowfu salient, and, when this 
was commented upon, it was rather thought 
that the Chinese had’ stil plenty of time in 
Which to effect withdrawal with some degree 
of intactness. But the Japanese columns 
operating northwestward fram Pengpu moved 
‘with accelerated speed after the fall of Meng- 
cheng and probably took the Chinese com- 
mand by as much surprise as they have done 
foreign observers. Indeed the rapidity of 
thelr advance suggests that the Chinese de- 
fence had broken down, or had not originally 
been’ so perfected as that planned for the 
protection of Hsuchowfu itself. ‘The fate of 
the Chinese troops who now remain within 
the lightly held Japanese ring seems to be 
fairly accurately predicted by the Japanese 
spokesman yesterday morning when he said 
that the area involved is so vast that many 
of the Chinese may escape, though most” of 
them will elther be captured or destroyed. 
It is probable that very substantial numbers 
fot them will manage to get through the gaps 
between the Japanese columns, though the 
effectiveness of the army under Li Tsung- 
will probably have been completely eli- 
minated. 

‘Should this prove to be correct the Chinese 
will in the battle of Hsuchowfu have suffered 
the severest defeat that they have encountered 
since the opening of the hostilities, though 
they have by no means disgraced themselves, 
During all these ‘months they have fought 
with a gallantry and determination which 
would have reflected considerable honour on 
forces even better equipped, for by. sheer, 
dogged determination they have held up the 
best fighting machine in Asia, and in some of 
the minor engagements of the long drawn-out 
battle have succeeded in worsting it. Tt is 
apparent from recent Japanese utterances that 
it is believed that the fall of Hsuchowfu will 
have far-reaching effects upon the resolution 
of the Chinese Government. to. persist in 
Its resistance. ‘There does not scem to be 
much ground for that belief, for it is quite 
apparent. that the Chinese expected the 
ultimate loss of the railway junction, so that 
it is not quite the shattering blow it, might 
otherwise have been. Chinese resistance 
there was in consonance with the general 
scheme to protract hostilities as much os 
possible in the hope of eventually wearing 
Japan down to a more amenable frame of 
mind. “Defeats which are fully expected 
have not the same destructive effect upon an 
‘enemy's morale as those which are unforeseen, 
and so long as the Chinese Hold to the beliet 
that it is not victories in the fleld which count 
80 much as the final outcome of the whole 
struggle—and that undoubtedly is their 
lopinion—there is no reason to believe that 
they will be unable to carry on. thelr 
resistance along lines which have already 
been indicated. If the Japanese armies are 
moving to plan, so also is it to be conceded 
are the Chinese, and great as is the defeat at 
Hsuchow it does not necessarily follow that 
it has brought any nearer the ultimate col- 
lapse of Chinese resistance. 

‘The junction of the Japanese forces on the 
‘Tsinpu Railway places them now in control 
of the whole of China's coastline from Hang- 
chow Bay to Shanhalkuan. It brings nearer 
the proposed merger ‘af the Nanking and 
Peiping Governments as is contemplated by 
the Japanese with all the new problems to 
which that union is likely to give rise, With 
Approximately eleven months campaigning 
Japan has made much progress against China. 
Her timetable has been sadly disrupted, liw- 
ever, and the quick, easy campaign ‘which 
was confidently expected in July of last year, 
hhas degenerated into what promises to be a 
protracted struggle, in which, no matter what 
{injury is being done to China, Japan is not 
‘emerging quite 40 scatheless as it was at first 
expected. “It may be that the Chinese will 
make a very determined stand before Hankow. 
‘The distance between Hsuchowfa and the 
river port is approximately three hundred 
miles, and while the Japanese forces will be 
able to advance against it from at least three 
directions, much time and organization will be 
necessary before they will be in a position to 
offer serious battle for the temporary capital. 
‘They will undoubtedly be greatly ass 
possession of the three railways—the 
Lunghal and Pe-han lines—for by means of 
them, and the Yangtze itself the Japanese 
will be able to miave thelr men fapidly, from 
‘one point to another along. the defensive 
salient on which the Chinese stl! have to fight. 
From that point of view the advantages ac- 
eruing 19, the Japanese troops out of the 
capture of Hsuchowfu should not be too 
lightly regarded. They are of very consider— 
able importance and may give a new and 
Unexpected turn to the campaign. Indeed it 
may oblige the Chinese Gavernment to 
abandon iis scheme for a huge struggle to 
defend Hankow, and induce it to retreat 
further inland where the possession by the 
enemy of these dines of communication would 
not have the advantage which it has at 
present. If, therefore, the Chinese command 
Getermines not to do more than fight a 
rearguard action against the Japanese advance 
fen Hankow, they may prove to be very well 
advised, for even the loss of Hankow need 
hot necessarily mean the end of hostilities 
































which are proving so costly, flancially, to the 
Japanese.

Junction by Japanese 
Géneral Advance by Several Columns Places 
Chinese ‘Troops in Precarious Position 


ISTORY was made yesterday 


Shanghai, May 17. 
morning, when the vanguards of 


the Japanese armies in north and central China effected a 
junction east of Tangshan, on the Lunghai Railway. 
‘The junction, made near the twisted remains of the Wangchi 
béidge, blown up by Japanese soldiers on Saturday, brought to an 
end the first phase of the hostilities, which broke out at Lukouchiao 


on the night of July 7 last. 


‘The announcement of the junction was the most important 
item among the flood of reports which poured into Shanghai from 


all parts of the Hsuchow front.

Based on Confiiclaniam 

‘The origin of this doctrine as ex- 
pounded by Chang Hung-ehu is to 
bbe found in the philosophic teachings 
fof Confucius, Upon being questioned 
by one of his disciples as to the truc 
meaning of “jen.” whieh may be 
frunslated ax the principle of brother 
hood, the “Master replied, "Do. not 
do unto others what you do not want 
others to do unto you." This saying 
is In exact coincidence with the 
Golden Rule of the West. Mencius, 

‘great believer of Confucius, applied 
tho prineiple of universal brotherhood 
to the domain of government and 
polities. 

‘With a strong abhorrence for the 
ruthless destruction carried on by 
the then warring nations Menclus 
more than once Interviewed the 
rulers of the kingdoms of Chi and 
Liang and appealed for benevolent 
gevernment, He tried to. Impress 
tunon thelr minds that only the ruler 
who did not indulge in killing could 
unify and govern China. ‘Thus, Men- 
‘clus may be rekarded as one of the 
‘Mist devout followers of Confucius. 
Monclus expressed his intense 
hotred for war by saying: “When 
contentions about territory are the 
wreund on which they fight, they 
laughter men until the flelds are 
filled with them. When some steux- 
slo for a city is the ground on which 
they fight they slaughter men, until 
the elly iv filled with them. ‘This is 
what ig called “leading on the land 
to devour human flesh.” Death is 
not enough for such a crime (trans- 
lotion by Lene). 

‘This denunelation of war was made 
‘over 2,000 years ago when wars were 
fought with merely bows, arrows, 
swords and lances. 1f the’ virtuous 

n could not bear to sce the atro- 
ellios of war wrought by the primi- 
tive weapons, how much more shock 
ed he would be to see those biousht 
About by the far more Tethal instru 
ments of war nowadays. 




















‘Smelt of Gunpowder 
‘The words of Mencius ax quoted 
above may well be applied to the

Tt is aggression on the one 
and and self-presorvation on the 
other, Naturally, we find that the 
enlightened public opinion of the 
world Is on the side of China. 


In his famous Chicago speech Pre- 
sideng Roosevelt suggested to the 
world the quarantine measures of 
preventing the epidemic of war from 
Spreading and voiced his determined 
eflort to restore “the principles of 
the Prince of Peace” and “shattered 
trust." Col. Stimson, in his message 
"Shalt We Keep On Helping Japan?” 
to the New York “Times,” urged the 
people of America to abandon isola~ 
tlonism and co-operate with ther 
nations in upholding the international 
Taw. 

Recently, four Jeading thinkers of 
the world, Albert Einstein. John. De- 
wey, Berirand Russell and Romain’ 
Rolland, in a public statement, spon- 
sored peace ‘and expressed’ thelr 
sympathy for the cause of China. 
With-a view to checking Japan's in- 
ternational outlawry, they also en- 
dorsed the plan of starting a boycott 
movement against Japanese goods, 
which measure has already been 
Undertaken by certain sections of 
European and American population. 

"The above statements, official or 
lunoMicial, reflect the sound opinion 
and far-sighted judgment of a candid 
world. In them wo find the basis of 
fan enduring world peace. 








Concerns the Entire World 


Just as the present Sino-Japanese 
conflict is matter that concerns the 
whole world, so it must be settled 
through the ‘concerted action of all 
the important nations of the world. 
With this in view we propose, in the 
interest of world peace. that’an In~ 
ternational Peace Conference be 
corvened, embracing all members of 
the League of Nations and such 
non-members as the United States, 
Germany, Italy ond Japan.

100 Killed In Fire 
At Chungking 


Chungking, May 9. 

At least 100 persons were 
killed and injured in the biggest 
fire in Chungking in 10 years, 
which devastated one of the 
poorest quarters of the city 
during the early hours of Sun- 
day morning. Seven-thousand 
homes were destroyed and 
30,000 people rendered home- 
less. The fire began at about 
2.30 a.m, in congested areas, 
consisting largely of flimsy 
wooden dwellings crowded on 
the steep slopes outside the city 
wall at Linchiangmen, on the 
north side of Chungking, on 
the bank of the Kialing river. 

Aided by a slight breeze, the 
flames raced from building to 
building driving the frantic in 
habitants before them in an 
attempt to seek safety within 
the city. Linehiangmen, which 
is a very narrow gate, was the 
scene of desperate struggles ax 
the  terrorstricken crowd, 
driven by the wall of flame be- 
hind them, sought to enter the 
clty. A number of persons, 
especially children, were tram- 
pled to death in the bitter fight 
to get through the gate.

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Briton Stabbed by Japanese 


Mr. E. S, Wilkinson Whilst Studying Bird Life 
In Hungjao is Maltreated by Soldiers 


Shanghal, May 14. 

Mr. E, S, Wilkinson, prominent] 
British accountant, “naturalist and 
‘writer, was arrested, stabbed in the| 
back and beaten by Japanese sentries 
fon the Western perimeter. yesterdoy 
‘morning and kept in custody at var-| 
ious Japanese military posts for ap- 
proximately eleven hours before he 
‘was allowed to go home. It is under- 
stood that the attack on his person 
was nop made until, on questioning. 
‘Mr, Wilkinson revealed that he was, 
British. 

‘A resident of China for more then, 
thirty” years, Mr, Wilkinson is an 
authority on’ Shanghai birds ana the 
author of “A Country Diary” in the 
“North-China Daily News.” He is 
wont to take carly morning walks in 
the Hungjao area, with a pair. of 
flold-glasses, to study nature. He 
had started’ on such a jaunt yester- 
day morning when he tan afoul ,of| 
Japanese soldiers in Keswick Roac 
‘The reason which the Japanese allege | 
for his arrest was that he crossed 
the Japanese barbed-wire line in the 
vicinity of Hungjao Road. This, Mr. 
Wilkinson says, he did not do, 


In denying emphatically the Japan 
‘ese statemeng that he "jumped over a 
Japanese military barrier." Mr. 
Wilkinson last night gave an account 
of the events thay led up to the actual 
assault on his person and what trans- 
pired after he was taken away from. 
the Hungjao Road barrier post of the 
Japanese Army. He had parked his 
motor-car at the intersection of 
Keswick and Great Western Roads 
shortly before 7 am, 


No Barbed Wire 


“Walking down Keswick Road," Mr. 
Wilkinson said, “I stepped aside on 
the railway side where there is no| 
barbed wire, in order to look at the 
trees, 

"I may or may not have put my. 
foot on the railway embankment—of 
that Tam not quite sure as I was 
looking through my field-glasses at 
the trees. I then crossed” Keswick 
Road to the east side and walked be- 
hind a small house in order to look 
‘at a ereek where certain small. water 
birdi are often found. It was my 
intention to walk down Keswick Road 
to the Hungjao Road crossing and 
then turn into the latter road. 

‘While T was walking into the 
country on the east side I heard sev 
eral shouts but never imagined they 
were meant for me as there were 
many Chinese moving in the neigh 
bourhaod, While I was looking at 
the creek, two or three Japanese 
sentrles approached, shouting at me. T 
turned towards them and asked, in 
Japanese, what they wanted, later 
explaining that T was only going for 
‘a walk, One, of the sentries drew a 
‘bayonet and ‘tel me to come along! 
T walked along the road very quietly 
with two of the sentries, talking to 
thom in Japanese, and was still not 
sure of thelr intentions, 

“When we reached’ Mr. F, C. 
Millington’s house, T said to them, 
"Please wait a minute,” and walked 
quickly into the compound to ring 
the bell. As T rang the bell, one of 
the two’ sentries came into the com- 
pound and held a bayonet at my 
throat, The same sentry began to 
drag me oug forcibly, but T explained 
I would go without resistance. Mr. 
Millington, a few moments later, ran 
out of the house and. shouted, "Can 
1 help, you?—to which I replied, 
‘please {olephone my house or any- 
where else and say there is a spot 
of trouble.’ 

“f was then taken to the Hungjao 
Road barrier post. and over what| 
followed I desire at present to draw 
a veil. ‘The fact rémains that a 
number of foreigners witnessed the 
fttacke upon my person and that they 
will be able to supply the missing 
Unk in the story.” 

‘Actually, itis understood, Mr. 
‘Wilkinson was surrounded by Japan- 
ese soldiers, who performed a sort of 
Wwar-danee ‘about him, shouting in- 
sullg and striking him ‘about the face| 
‘and body, One of them stabbed him 
with a bayonet in the back, over the 
right shoulder-blade, inflicting a 
wrge wound, but apparently not 
reaching the lung, while another hit 
him with a fist in the right eve. 
causing swelling and redness. It is 
possible that further Injuries will be 
revealed in the course of a more 
thorough examination. Dr. 1. G.

A youthful Russian Tay dead in the

have aroused the suspicion of the 
sentries, 
It is “understood that the sentries 
Arst spotted the Russians’ ear at 10.30 
Dam, as it was proceeding east ‘in 
Broadway and that they ealied out to 
the driver to stop. He did not stop, 
however, but proceeded to the, inter: 
section of East Broadway and Taiping 
Road. As the sentries followed, the 
Griver started the ear again and drove 
it east until it vanished from view. 

About twenty minutes later the ear 
returned to the same place at East 
Broadway and Taiping Road, “and 
ayain attracted the sentries’ attention, 
The Russians, it is said, got out and 
‘went into a house from ‘which they 
returned promptly. It is understood. 
that they placed something in thelr 
car and then attempted to drive off 
again. ‘The sentries challenged them, 
ordering them to halt, and one of the 
sailors fired a warning shot in the 
air from his rifle, After that, it is 
alleged, the driver nevertheless at 
tempted to escape at high speed. The 
two sentries fired one shot each, and. 
both Russians were hit, one being at 
the driver’s seat and the other in the 
back of the car at the time, 









One Man Succumbs 

‘The Police and a Fire Brigade am- 
dulanee were called and the ambul- 
ance took the two wounded men to 
the General Hospital. ‘There, "the 
Griver of the ear, I. F, Bobrishem, 35 
years old, died a few minutes after 
Admission, of a wound which extended 
from his back to his chest. ‘The other 
man, Alexander Pekkar, 34 years old, 
had ‘been shot in the right hip, the 
bullet emerging from his right thigh. 
Although “he lost a considerable 
Amount of blood, it is believed he will 
recover. He remains in the General 
Hospital, where a Japanese sentry 
was at his bedside through the early 
part of yesterday. 

‘The small sedan car in which the 
two men were shot was taken to the 
Hongkew Police Station compound, 
where detectives examined the bullet 
and blood marks in it. A Japanese 
naval sentry was posted next to the 
vehiele. 

Found in the automobile, the Japan=

Interviewed by the “North-China 
Dully News” Hessel Tiltman said 
‘that offelal gireles both at Washing-| 
ton and London understood that such 
excesses as had occurred at Nanking 
‘and elsewhere (including the un« 
fortunate {ace-slapping proclivities of| 
over-zealous Japanese officers) were 
just as distasteful to the Japanese 
government as to neutral observers. 

Not a Law Unto ‘Themselves 

“But that fact,” declared Mr. Tilt- 
man, “only strengthens suspicions 
‘abroad that sections of the Japane: 
forees imagine they are a law unto 
‘themselves and cam act in any man-| 
ner they like. Which is, to say the| 
least, deeply regretted by all who 
Ihave’ at heart the cause of goodwill 
‘among nations—ineluding the Chinese 
‘and Japanese nations. 

“At London and also in New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Wash 
ington, 1 ‘talked China’ and answered 
‘countless questions put to me yby 
Ieaders ot ‘public opinion, including, 
Senators, members of Parliament, 
editors," writers, -broadeastery and 
‘business men, concerning the hostill- 
les ag I had seen them. Without 
exception they expressed ‘the view| 
‘that, whatever justification — the| 

Japanese military command may 
have had for taking measures to curb 
the activities of the 29th Army at| 
Peiping, Japan must shoulder. re: 
‘sponsibility for gratuitiously convert 
ing o local incident into large-seale 
hostilities, involving millions of in- 
nocent non-combatants and carrying) 
fire and sword over half a continent. 
All with whom I talked expressed 
thomselves in the strongest terms 
regarding the incidents which are 
tuniversally known overseas as "the 
‘rape of Nanking’. 

‘Public. feeling—especially in the: 
united States—may be summed up| 
‘by a question put to a Japanese 
speaker at a New York meeting (a 
meeting, be it noted, at which the| 
‘speaker’ had been given a perfectly 
‘orderly and polite hearing from the| 
frst, word to the last). 

"Can you please tell us," asked @ 
member of the audience, when ques 
tlon-time was announced, “what right| 
the Japanese army has to be in 
China?” 

Question Needs Answering 

‘An unreasonable question, per 
haps, Other nations, besides ‘Japan, 
have sent thelr troops to China to 
protect thelr nationals. But—as| 
‘American and British alike pointed 
‘out to me—not a million men, Not| 
hundreds of bombing planes. Not 
hundreds of tanks. It is the size of 
the Japanese forees and the whole- 
ele overrunning of Chinese territory 
hundreds of mites away from the 
original incident, coupled with the 
Japanese refusal’ to permit the Chi- 
‘nese, an independent sovereign peo- 
ple, to select thelr own ruler, which 
sticks in the throats of good’ Anglo- 
‘Saxons and causes them to eye 80 
‘eitically repeated assertions emanat+ 
ng from Tokyo that Japan has no 
designs on the territorial and ad- 
ministrative integrity of China, 

“If she ‘hasn't; remarked an Amer- 
ican Senator of forty years standing 
to me, then General Chiang Kale 
shek will remain the ruler of a united 
China until the day of his death.’ 

“I was in the United States when 
the uncensored newsreels showing 
the sinking of the Panay were ox- 
hibited. ‘The reception of that film 
was signifeant, In each of three 
einemas I visited one could have 
heard a pin drop. From the frst 
Inch of fim to the last there was| 
utter silence—the American au 
diences were too moved, too angry, 
to voice their feelings. No one who 
witnessed those performances could 
doubt: that the "United States is| 
unitedly behind President Roosevelt 
‘in demanding that such an incident 
shall never be repeated. 

“In Great Britain, every develop- 











‘closest attention, as evidenced by the| 
fact that more—far more—questions| 
have been showered upon the Prime| 
Minister and Foreign Minister re- 
garding the China war than about| 
any other international crisis since| 
1914, 
Chinese Sufferings 

“1 was myself called upon to an- 
swer hundreds of questions regarding| 
the Aghting at Shanghai, the quality 
of the Chinese army, and the rela-| 
tions existing between the Japanese| 
authorities and those controlling the 
International Settlement, Even the} 
wounding of Sir Hughe Knatchbull-| 
Hugesson did not stir Great Britain| 
‘more than reports of the sufferings 
endured ‘by innveent Chinese civi-| 
ans during these last months. ‘The| 
‘man-in-the-street in London remains| 
entirely sceptical concerning Japan's| 
‘chances of winning a friend by such| 
methods of approach. He may be| 
wrong, but the simple Londoner | 
thinks the outcome of the present} 
mess is more likely to be hate than 
love. 
feither Washington nor London| 
is inclined to attach any value to| 
wild statements of anti-Japanese ele-| 
ments that Nippon is antagonistic to| 
foreign interests, or to attach ony| 
Importance t6 pessimistic views sug-| 
gesting that there are any outstand- 
ng questions between Japan and the| 
Powers which eannot be settled i a| 
friendly spirit, But a certain feeling 
exists that on’ occasion the Japanese| 
‘authorities have not always been 
quite as accommodating a3 the; 
right have been. As on example 
the virtual ‘sealing up’ of part of the| 
Diternatidnal Settlement by _ the| 
Japanese military authorities, with-| 
out legal justification (so it was held) 
er any consideration for foreign| 
Dusiness interests, was responsible 
for much adverse criticism. Over 
‘and over again, the question was 
Dut to me: Who controls Yengtze- 
poo?

Japan's Opportunity 
“r return to Shanghai feeling that 
the Japanese military authorities 
who, as I know from personal ob- 
servation, were most careful to avoid 
damage {0 neutral property during 
the fighting, would be well advised 
immediately’ to cancel all restrictions 
existing in Settlement areas and 
withdraw all military patrols. The 
Settlement authorities are fully com- 
petent to maintain peace—in which 
tusk, of course, Japanese members 
of the municipal, police force would 
play thelr due part. It is the sug- 
{hestion, implied in the prosent situa- 
‘that the Japanese military com- 
untitled -to decide when in- 
dustry shall return to normal -at 
‘Shanghai which is having a most un- 
fortunate effect in neutral countries. 
“One further point. I would stress 
that the opinions 1 have quoted were 
‘expressed {o me by responsible lead- 
ers of public opinion. ‘There were 
plenty of other eritics—mostly with- 
out personal knowledge of the recent 
history. of the Far East or the 
peculiar “conditions in which the 
Shanghai hostilities were conducted, 
who volced charges of ‘barbarism’ 
and so forth against Japan. Such 
wild charges can be ignored as 
srising out of ignorance. 

“On the other hand, there still 
exists, especially in Great Britain, 
a widespread sympathy with the 
‘Japanese nation and a wholehearled 
‘admiration (especially among those 
who know Japan at frst hand) for 
ls achievements and the character of 
the Yamato people. It is still not 
too late for Japan to prove that she 
values that international goodwill and 
affectionate regard—by limiting the 
‘exuberance noticeable upon occasion 
among her minor military oMeials 
now controlling oceupied areas of the 
Chinese ‘Republic:

‘An. Interesting experiment which 
fs not only helping crippled Chinese 
soldiers to regain an interest in life 
‘but which is also providing them 
with a trade and a possible livelihood 
Is now being carried out by the 
Shanghai International Red Cross in 
@ camp situated at the corner of 
Rue Amiral Courbet and Rue Bour- 
feat. The work of the camp itself 
might almost be divided into two 
chief ‘sections: Firstly, the providing 
of artificial legs for the 180 or so men 
whose limbs have been amputated; 
‘and secondly, the providing of sult- 
‘able vocations and avocations for the 
250 men who now make up the camp. 

‘A ‘representative of the “North- 

China Daily News" was taken over 
the camp yesterday afternoon by Dr. 
‘Thornton Stearns, who is in charge of 
the medical section, The trip was 
not only interesting, but also im- 
pressive in more than one respect. 
‘Most of the ‘men seemed to be cheer- 
ful, despite the loss of one or both 
legs (the merriest man about camp 
strutted about on two stumps). 
In every ward, one or more por- 
traits of General “Chiang  Kal-shek 
‘occupy a prominent place on the wall, 
while in one room innumerable paper 
Kuomintang flags hung from strings 
stretch from one corner to the other. 
Despite the fact that the government 
of the camp is on autonomous lines, 
the entire camp is kept spotlessly 
clean and tidy, which seems rather 
startling at first when one realizes 
that most of the men come from low 
stationg in life, 

But to return to the work of the 
camp. There are about 140 cases of 
‘amputation, and the camp is now 
trying to provide these men with legs 
‘which will not only enable them to 
‘move about almost as freely as before, 
but whieh will last for many years 
and should be simple to repair—an 
important factor, for many of the 
men come from the interior. 


Method of Manufacture 

‘The wooden parts of the limbs are 
made by the P.UM.C, in Peiping, 
this having been found cheaper than 
making them in Shanghai where, 
indeed, the right-type of wood is 
practically non-existent. The leather 
harnesses, however, are being made 
in the camp under the instruction of 
two experienced men loaned by the 
PUMC. Incidentally, one of the 
‘workmen is a lad who says he is six- 
teen but looks twelve; he lost his left 
Jeg not in the recent hostilities, but in 
1932 while working in a fleld. 

‘Once one has got over the initial 
shock of seeing a man take off his 
“leg” in order to get at his shoe and 
sock, the sight of the various men 
trying out their artificial limbs be 
comes almost fascinating, Forty men 
have now been furnished with “legs” 
‘and many of them seem to get around 
as nimbly as before. Others, especial- 
ly those with amputations higher up, 
do not find it so easy and many will 
never be able to walk without at 
Teast a stick. 

‘The work, however, is slow, as. in 
many cases the legs were amputated 
without a thought to the fulure, by 
doctors and orderlics working under 
great pressure. A form of plastic 
surgery has to be undertaken, wounds 
have to be operated on and healed 
‘and so on—but eventually it is hoped 
that all the men will be able to take 
their positions in life once more.

Police were first called to the inter- 
section of Kiangse and ‘Tientsin Roads 
‘at about 730 pm, and found an un- 
exploded hand-grenade in the open 
street, The thrower had. escaped. 

‘The second, and really serious in- 
cldent occurréd in Kwangse Road, be- 
tween the Sincere and the Sun ‘Sun 
Buildings and about 100 yards north 
of Nanking Road, at 9.45 p.m. There 
fan unidentified ’ person ‘threw 0 
“potato-masher” bomb either from 
one of the buildings or from the 
‘street and caused more or less serious 
Injury: to seven Chinese pedestrians, 
ell men, while it is believed two or 
three more passers-by were wound- 
ed. slightly and ran away frightened 
before the arrival of the ambulance. 
‘The injured were all taken to the| 
Lester Chinese Hospital. 

Seaforths Turn Out 


‘The report that a bombing had 
taken place in their sector caused a 
quick ‘turn-out of three lorry loads: 
‘of the First Battalion, the Seaforth 
Highlanders, who proceeded to Louza 
Police Station and stood by there 
until quiet had returned to the dis- 
trict “As they left the Station, 
shorily after 11 pm, a small party

high speed. A collision was narrow- 
ly averted’ by the prompt action of

‘The bomb had struck almost in 
the middle of the road, exploding

Win- 
dows’ were shattered on both sides 
of the strect and a Sun Sun Hotel 
truck parked at the east kerb was 
pitted by bomb fragments. ‘The roar 
of the explosion could be heard 
plainly for blocks round. 

Reserve Unit Arrives 

After police from Louza Station, 
the Resorve Unit arrived quickly on 
the scene and threw a cordon about 
the district. Searches were immedi- 
ately instituted and continued for 
hours, both the Sincere and the Sun 
‘Sun amusement places being emptied 
‘and the patrons searched individually 
as they ‘came out. It was estimated 
that nearly 4,000 persons were thus 
searched: Six suspects had beon 
taken to Louza Station by midnight 
for questioning. 

‘Major K. M, Bourne, the incoming 
Commissioner of Police; Mr. G- W. 
Gilbert, in charge of Divisions; Mr.

‘On ‘the advice of several high 
Customs officials, the men returned 
fo their posts. Many members of 
the indoor staff had to work as late 
as 6 pm. in order to catch up 
with ‘the delay. Another meeting 
‘was held on’ “May 8, when 
the members decided to await” in- 
structions from the Chinese authori- 
ties at “Hankow. 

Tt could not be ascertained yester- 
day whether the man held by the 
Japanese had’ in” any way” been 
responsible for the convening of the 
“protest” meeting on May 7, 

‘The Customs building was guarded 
by the River Police yesterday. 


SUM Detained 
May 1 
‘The whereabouts of Revenue Guard 
No. 98, Yang Wen-lung, remained un- 
Known yesterday aflerfoon. The 
Customs Commissioner is understood 
to have taken the matter up with the 
Japanese consular authorities. 
‘Chinese members of the Customs 
staf carried on their work as usual 
‘yesterday, awaiting instructions trom 
Honkow. A. suggestion was made at 
their mecting on May 7 for the 
organization of a “Customs Protection 
Association of the Chinese Employees 
of the Shanghai Customs,” but no 
resolution was passed.

Another Kidnapped 
May 12. 

Mr. Chang Hong-kwel, 29-year old 
assistant of the General ‘Office of the 
Shanghai Customs, was kidnapped 
from. the Customs building on. the 
Bund at about 1130 am. yesterday. 

‘This is the second Chinese forcibly 
taken away by Japanese plainclothes 
men in the past 48 hours since the 
raising of strong opposition by the 
Chinese members of the Customs staff 
fo the reported transfer of the ad- 
ministration to the "Reformed Gov- 
ernment” in Nanking. 

‘Yesterday's abduction was carriod 
out on the second floor of the Cus 
toms building in the presence of 
scores of employees, foreign and 
Chinese, and others.’ Despite the 
fact that the building was guarded 
by a squad of the River Police on the 
ground floor, the man was carried off 
without difficulty. 

Mr. L. H. Lawford, Customs Com- 
missioner. and several high foreign 
Customs oMciais, were among the 
eye-witnesses of the daring kidnap- 
Ping. Both Mr. Lawford and an 
Appraising Commissioner, attempted 
fo stop the men but thelr efforts 
Proved to be of no avail. 

‘Apparently provided with intimate 
details of the movements of the vie~ 
tim, the three Japanese in plain- 
clothes came straight to the counter 
of the Appraising Department, where 
Mr. Chang was’ working. One of 
them then asked for Mr. Chang. No 
sooner had the latter acknowledged 
his name than they seized him.

Latterly he was head 
of the Business Department of the 
Directorate General of Posts (with 
the concurrent post of Chiet Inspect 
ing Commissioner) for the entire

He carried on as Director of 
Posts in Nanking (in addition to his 
other duties) during the recent hos- 
titities and, ‘when working conditions| 
became quite impossible chartered a 
British steamer which, like all other 
[British merchant ships, was finally’ 
‘ordered to proceed to Shanghai. De- 
spite great difficulty and danger Mr, 
Ritchie eventually reached Shanghai 
‘with many of his staff and the large 
fofice balance of cash and stamps 
safely on board. 

“Golng Concern” 

In January he returned to Nanking 
by the same steamer to make pre- 
arations for the reopening of. the 
offie, and on April 20, the day of his 
retirement he was able to hand over 
to his successor the ‘Nanking Post

ind in literally every city in Russia, 
all of whom sent. their information 
dy ‘telegraph. ‘The most _ famous 
jeurnallsts worked on this paper, andi 
its publisher was that amazing’ self-| 
made man I. D. Sytin, who started 
his career by peddling books. from 
village to village and in time built 
up the nation’s largest book-publis 
ing concern, also owning the largest 

‘nd most influential newspaper in 
Russia—completely independent of 
tho Government,” During the Great 
War, Mr. Sytin went to London| 
where he carried on negotiations 
with the famous publisher of “The 
‘Pimes," Lord Northeliffe, for jointly| 
‘establishing a powerful centre ot 
newspaper and telegraphic. informs 
tion serving the needs of both Europe: 
and Asia—but the Russian revolution 
‘and the untimely death of Lord 
Northeliffe prevented the realization 
of this’ gigantle 
The Differences 

‘To returm to the opening question| 
of these lines, however, how does a| 
Russian newspaper—even here « in 
Shanghal—differ from a non-Russian| 
one? Firstly, a Russian newspaper| 
has only one editorial—there are. no 
Yeaderettes—and secondly, the de-| 
partment of letters to the Eaitor| 
leads a very spasmodic | sort of] 
existence, Tt) usually contains ac 
counts of charitable organizations or 
letters of appreciation—when it con- 
taing anything at all—and while, like! 
in English periodicals, letters dealing’ 
‘with ‘specific subjects oceasionally ap- 
‘pear, ‘polomies seldom wage around| 
it, Tt they do, they quickly die down; 
while sometimes they assume so per- 
sonal a character that the Editor is 
forced to put an end to them himself, 

‘Russians do not especially like 10} 
discourse with the Baitor of a ne\ 
paper, but thoy do like to discourse 
With its feuilletontet—or, rather, the| 
Jeullietnist kes to alécourse ‘with 
them, 

Tn a newspaper, this man enjoys 
5 prestige’ and influence often no} 
smaller than that of the Baitor him 
self, Tt would be dimeult: to ‘say, 
who is more necessary: whem starting| 
a" successful newspaper—a 
Eaitor or a lively feuilletonist, “The 
feullleton, although existing in the 
French press as well, must be ac-| 
knowledged the offspring of Russia.

Wt colourfully, freshly, wittily, effer-| 
veseently and, most important of all, 
boldly and freely. A Russian's love| 
of feuilletons can perhaps be best 
compared with ax Bnglshman's Tove 
‘of cartoons, 

A Combination 

Now and again the talent of a 
feullletonist and the. talent of an 
‘Baitor are combined in .one man ; 
and then he is the most influential 
personage in town, Such: was 
Buvorin, proprister of the. largest 
paper in St, Petersburg, the “Novoie| 
Vremia"—a' paper always loyal to

ist, Inthe early "70's he purchased 
a ‘small newspaper with a low cir-|

tained in an’attempt to start, before 
the revolution, a large newspaper, 
the “Russkaya Volia.” to which 
banks, following the will of the Gov- 
ernment, assigned 5,000,000 roubles.

the whole, the outturn in i937 'was| 
satisfactory and the general health| 
was good. 

‘The standard of tapping is reborted 
to be good and the rate of bark con- 
sumption and bark renewal are 
satisfactory. A certain amount of| 
Stripey Ganker and Oldium Leaffal 
was in evidence but yielded readily 
to the appropriate treatment.

Soepit Oerang Estate 


‘Turning to Soepit Oerang Estate it 
is not very favourably situated as 
regards the supply of Labour and, 
owing to the shifting ‘habits of the 
Coolles available, most of whom are 
Madurese, it is “often necessary to 
employ untrained individuals. “The 
outturn on the whole, however, was 
adequate and health conditions ‘were 
satisfactory. ‘The gardens were given 
the necessary upkeep and there was 

‘very gratifying decrease in the 
attacks of the coffee berry borer. 

‘The supply of Chincona Bark was 
adequate and as much of it was 
despatched to market as was permit 
ted under the regulation scheme. 
‘The price received from the Bureau 
‘was satisfactory. No tea was plucked 
during the year but the Export 
Licences were sold to the neighbour- 
ing estates at remunerative prices. 

‘The various gardens are being 
given very careful attention and re- 
plantings are taking place with im- 
Proved types where desirable and 
permissible under the respective re- 
Gulation schemes. No new buildings 
Were erected nor new Machinery 
Installed during the year. 


Labour Shortage 


Lastly we come to Panawangan| 
Estate. Here also there was a short- 
‘age of labour during the first 9 
months of the year. This was due to 
the eoolles working on the compul- 
sory rebuilding of many village 
ouises in order to comply with the 
plague prevention regulations and to 
f severe epidemic of malaria. At one 
time In the early part of the year 
85 per cent. of the coolies were suf- 
fering from either malaria or dysent- 
ery. 

‘The weather for the greater part 
of the year was very misty with 
continual drizzling rains which was 
Very unfavourable for the ripening: 
of the Coffee berries and the har- 
vesting of the Crop. 

‘An area of 6 acres of wasteland 
was cleared and planted up with frst 
lass coffee seedlings. The gardens 
fare reported to be in very good 
condition and the growth and health 
of the trees all that can be desired. 

‘Speaking generally conditions on 
all of the Estates are very satistac- 
tory. 
‘Ta conclusion, Gentlemen, I would 
ike to express our best thanks to the 
respective managers and their staffs, 
to the visiting agent and to the agents 
in Java for the very efficient manner 
im which they have administered the 
‘affairs of the estates during the year.

-Hungjao Conditions: 
Discontented Country-Folk 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Norri-Cinwa Dany News” 


Sm—A few weeks ago you were 
kind ‘enough to publish a lelter re- 
porting that conditions in Hungjao 
were almost normal, At that time, 
1 speedy return to peace and freedom 
secmed highly probable. But mat- 
ters have now taken an unfortunate 
turn, No Chinese is allowed to cross 
the railway-line, either way, though 
servants and workmen empfoyed in 
foreign houses can obtain passes, of 
short duration; otherwise any poor 
wretch venturing too near the barri- 

is punished in a manner already 
too familiar to those who pass along 
extra-Seltlement roads, As far a5 
foreigners are concerned, every car is 
carefully scrutinized, ‘Hopes that 
irritating curfew restrictions would 
be relaxed have proved fruitless: in 
fact, residents who have passes valid 
till 10 o'clock, now find that the time 
is caleulated as it would be in Tokyo, 
not as it actually is in  Shanghal, 
where the passes are meant to be 
used. 

By this retrogressive step, the 
Japanese have presumably aimed at 
stopping any movement of | plain- 
<lothesmen and ammunition likely to 
harass thelr patrols. ‘They have un- 
doubtedly relieved the strain on thelr 
‘own troops. However, they have 
also caused hundreds of farmers to 
be stranded In Siceawei and 
thousands more to be marooned on 
thelr farms without essential supplies 
and with Uttle opportunity of selling 
thelr produce, ‘The resultant. dis- 
content among the Chinese popula- 
tlon is very marked. And no wonder, 
To a people whose very existence 
depends on what they can squeeze 
out of every available” square inch 
of soll, the present stagnation in the 
Hunglao country means yet another 
‘wave of disaster, What a tragic con- 
trast between the rich elds of barley 
‘east of Keswick Road, and the acres 
and acres of rank | weeds further 
‘west! 

Apart trom the ‘catastrophic effects 
of this desolation upon the Chinese, 
foreigners who have property on 
‘Munleipal roads in this area are still 
subject to severe loss and inconven- 
fence, Nevertheless, 100 Europeans 
have ‘returned to their homes—larg 
Jy because, they cannot afford to 
eave them derelict any longer. On, 
the whole, relations between them and 
‘Japanese ‘soldiers seem to have been 
satisfactory, in. spite of one unpleas- 
ant rumour, fostered and choicely 
garnished by cocktail parties inside 
the Settlement. ‘Yot it is sometimes 
aifleult for foreigners to realize that 
rules which seem unnecessary and 
niggardly to 


























Justice frequently administered by 
private soldiers—no doubt without 
‘the consent of their commanding! 
officers.

Drought in a verdlet of suicide yes- 
terday on the body of Miss Violet 
Ethel Thompson, 23-year old British 
irl, who died at the Country Hos: 
pital on May 6, 

‘All the evidence before him, he 
said, made ‘him come to the conclu 
sion she committed suicide. ‘There 
was no doubt that’ she waliced out 
of her room at the Country Hospital, 
Sressed well enough to suggest she 
might be an ordinary visitor. What 
her object was, he could not say, but 
she walked into the operating thea- 
tre and after attending to her face 
ir. front of; the mirror suddenly 
picked up a bottle of Lysol and 
drank it 

‘This might have been on a sudden 
impulse, but there was no evidence 
before ‘him to that effect, mor was 
there any evidence before” him as 
to her state of mind, AU that the 
evidence did show was that she was 
worried about a tooth that had been 
extracted and “apart from that, was 
just a litte tired.” 

‘The sister in charge of the ward 
had been told by the mother that 
Miss Thompson had taken, by mis= 

jome throat paint and that she, 

In view of her elder 
daughter's suicide a year ago, had 
‘become somewhat worried and asked 
her to keep a watch on the girl. 
During the half-hour or less that the 
deceased was in the hospital, Mise 
‘Thompson was visited seven times 
by members of the staff, ‘The Coro- 
ner thought “that. reasonable care 
hhad been taken in looking after Miss 
Thompson. 

In the ‘elrcumatanees, the proper 
course might have béen to have 
posted someone outside the ward but 
on thinking It over, Ne was of the 
‘opinion that the sister ‘could not 
hove thought there was any  yeal 
danger of the gir! committing suleide, 
For that reason, he did not think 
he could apportion any of the blame 
there, “except to say that 1 think 
it was m pity that more adequate 
steps were not taken." 

With regard to the Lysol, Dr, J. 
E, Bowen (medical superintendent of

tle and he would strongly recom 
mend that the «hospital authorities 
devise some means of providing 
Lysol for the doctors in such a way 
that it would not be easily available 
to patients 

1 was not suMelent to say that 
fone did not expect this sort of thing 
to happen—here was a case where 
W had happened—and he was strong. 
ly recommending that steps should 
be taken to provide safety: measures 
{in this connection. One ‘final. point; 
Jn case it may have boon suggested 
that there was something wron 
with the physieal character of the 
Geceased, the medical report showed 
that there were no grounds for any 
suggestion of that, nature. 

‘Witnesses called before the Coro 
ner yesterday were Dr. Albert von’ 
Miorini, Miss Thompson's doctor; Dr. 
1G, Anderson, who performed the 
post-mortem and found that she died 
‘of Lysol poisoning; Dr, J. B. Bowen; 
‘ar ‘operating theatre’ ‘coolie; | Miss 
Doris’ Amy Rudge, the sister in 
charge of the floor;' and Mrs, M. V. 
‘Thompson, the moiher. 

‘The account of what happened on 
May 6, as related by these witnesses, 
ran as follows:— 

‘At about § am, Mrs. ‘Thompson 
was awakened by her daughter, who 
suid she had swallowed some throat 
paint, beeause she had a nasty taste 
in her mouth and a dry throat; she 
had swallowed it, knowing it’ was 
throat paint, and’ “T hope it 
won't hurt "me." Dr. “Miorini was 
summoned, washed out her stomach 
‘and told them there was nothing to 
worry about. She, subsequently. ate 
her breakfast. 

‘The day before she had had a tooth 
out, having been worried over what 
seemed to be an ulcer, and had told 
her mother that “someone in the 
Y.M.C.A." had told her such abcesses 
were dangerous “and several people 
had died through it." She decided 





















































not to go to offee that day, as she was 
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* sensitive about her tooth, and even-| 
tually agreed, on her mother’s sug- 
gestion, to go to the hospital for a. 
day or two io rest and wail for a new 
tooth’ to be made. 

‘Mother and daughter arrived at 
the hospital at about 945 am. ‘They 
had tried to get in touch with Dr. 
Milorint and tell him, but could not| 
get hold of him. ‘They secured ad- 
mission to the hospital, and Miss 
Thompson was. placed in an empty’ 
ward. She got into. bed in her 
underwear, and seemed fairly cheer- 
ful when’ she kissed her mother 
good-bye, When Miss Rudge asked| 
what was wrong, she was told that 
Miss ‘Thompson was sulflering trom 
the offects of having taken some 
throat paint, 

In the sistor’s oflce, however, Mrs. 
‘Thompson told Miss Rudge about an 
elder daughter who had committed 
suicide a year bofore, Miss Rudge told 
the Court yesterday that as far as she 
remembered, Mrs, ‘Thompson's actual 
words were:—"I know I have no rea 
son to be worried, but all the same 
T feel a little anxious, as 1 had a| 
daughter who committed suicide six 
months ago.” Miss Rudge had some 
thermometer and back lotions andl 
the mouth wash removed trom the 
bathroom and told her staff to keep 
fan eye on the girl. 


Miss Rudge’ telephoned to Dr. 
Miovini for instructions, but he did] 
not give -her any, saying he would 
be there himself in about a quarter 
of an hour. ‘The girl was visited 
by Miss Rudge herself twice and by 
other members of the staff five times. 
‘To get to the operating theatre, she 
had to travel about 60 to 70 yards, 
past several wards, offices, the main 
Hairease and two lifts, and managed 
to do so without being seen, 

She suddenly walked into the 
‘operating theatre at about 10.30 a.m. 
where the coolie, seeing her shoes 
‘and the coat she’ was wearing, mis- 
took her for a visitor, Suddenly 
Joking up, however, he saw her 
with @ bottic of Lysol to her mouth; 
the Lysol was kept by the operating! 
fable for the use of the doctors. The! 
¢oolie snatched the bottle trom her 
it was empty by this time—and| 
shouted for help. 

Nurses, boys and coolies rushed in 
‘and Dr. Bowen was summoned. Her 
‘stomach was immediately washed out 
‘And stimulants applied, while Dr. 
Milorini was advised. Miss ‘Thomp- 
son, however, id not recover con- 
selousness and stopped breathing at 
‘about 1042 am. Dr. Miorini arrived 
within the next lve minutes. 

Examined by the Coroner, Dr. 
Bowen said that the room was the

Civil Suit Against Greek Firm 


Shanghai, May 15. 

‘The sult instituted by Messrs. 
Kirlion Trading Co. against Messrs, 
Yannoulatos Brothers was again ad- 
journed by the Second Kiangsu High 
Court in Welhalwel Road yesterday 
afternoon. 

The trading firm is sccking re- 
covery of $4,500, alleged to be owing 
by Messrs, Yannoulatos Brothers in 
connection with the transportation of 
8 cargo of fish from Hongkew into 
the Settlement. The former was 
awarded $3,000 judgment by the’ 
lower court, but appealed for the 
full amount claimed. 

‘Mr. Kirlian, the appellant, told the: 
Court that the respondents and the’ 
trading firm entered into an agree- 
ment ‘last year for the transporta- 
tion of 200. tons of sh from a cold 
storage at 315 Miller Road ata re- 
muneration of $4500. The  trading| 
firm secured the necessary pass, 
while the respondents supplied trucks 
and their own men. 

‘The respondents came to know a 
Japanese subject employed by the 
trading firm, according to the appel- 
lont. Besides the above tcansaction, 
the respondents were alleged to have 
also cancelled another ~ obligation 
with the firm and continued to 
‘operate through the Japanese sub- 
eet, he said. 

‘Mr. Ponkodi, who appeared for the 
respondents, told the Court that the| 
fish eargo was sold by two Chinese 
firms to the respondents through one 
King Chen-fang. After about seven- 
teen tons of fish had been transport 
ed from the storage into the Settle- 
‘ment, the respondents found the 
‘ecrgo really owned by another Chie 
nese bearing the same name but 
































with a slight difference in “fang”, 
the third character in his name. The 
transportation operations were then 


stopped, and the respondents had, 
therefore, no responsibility for what 
ever fish cargo was transported into 
the settlement after the suspension 
ordered by respondents. 

Mr. Chu Wen-chiao, manager of! 
the Lun Chong cold storage in 
Miller Road said Messrs. Yannoulatos| 
Brothers had no fish cargo stored 

his plant. Ie had had no doal- 
ing with the Greek firm. The ¢ 
‘was owned by Mr, King Chen- 

ho made the request tor its de- 
livery. On the presentation of a 
storage warrant, he signed orders to 
the keepers of the storage to let him 
fake delivery of the fish. Mr. King, 
he said, had only about 200 tons of 
sh in ‘the cold storage. The cargo 
was pul in last May, while the re- 
quest for its delivery was made in 
October.

M, Georges Bonnet pointed out 
that’ the result of the voting did not 
‘mean that any other member of the 
League could assume liberty of ac- 
tion on its own initiative without 
decision by the Councll. 

‘ust before the meeting broke up 
the Chilean” delegate formally an 
nounced his country’s resignation 
Irom the League. Referring to the 
Counel’s resolution to the effect that 
i was not competent to deal with 
Chile's ‘proposals to reform the 
Covenant and was referring the 
matter to the next League Assembly 

September, the Chilean delegate 
sold that his ‘Government could not 
wait for another long period before 
the achievement of what it regarded 
‘a8 indispensable to the life of the 
Leogue, 

Tn the course of his speech, Dr. 
Koo observed. that he had. presented 
to the Couneil a number of modest 
desiderata and two concrete cate- 
gorles of measures for Its considera 
lon—measures for restraining Japa~ 
nese aggression and measures for 
‘aiding China in her resistance against 
this aggression. 

‘The. text of the resolution before 
the ‘Council, the Chinese delegate 
siuld, took Into consideration a few of 
hie ‘proposals, but while it showed 
some improvement on previous re- 
solutions it still, in the opinion of 
his Government, left a great deal to 
be desired to. meet the situation, 





Appeal For Help 


He was, however, prepared to 
‘accept the ‘resolution in the confident 
hope that even China in her valiant 
struggle would be sympathetically 
considered and generously satisfied by 
fill members of the League who might 
bbe approached for the purpose, more 
particularly in assuring hor of fnan- 
cial and material aid and facilities 
in the purchase, transport and transit 
‘of arms and” military _supplies— 
fueilities which should in no case be 
ese than those she enjoyed before the

'M. Bonnet said that the heroism of 
the ‘Chinese people to maintain the 
Independence and integrity of their 
country. merited the admiration of 
the world.

President's Control Declines 

‘The longer the depression . lasts, 
the moro the President's control 
‘over Congress and influence over the 
Beneral public declines. 

‘The President himself remains per- 
fectly cheerful to all outward ap- 
pearances. At his regular press con 
ferences he laughs and jokes as of 
old, disarms criticism with @ quip, 
and deflects a pointed question with 
a laugh. But occasionally he has 
shown signs of irritation, as when he 
‘congratulated the Senate on not al- 
lowing a flood of telegrams to 
“purchase” their votes or when hel 
made public a letter to a friend say- 
Ing he had nelther the inelination| 
nor the ability to be a “dictator.” 
‘The practical “politicians throw up 
their hands at such comments as 
these. 

‘Talk of purchasing votes by tele- 
gram leads to the natural rejoinder 
that patronage and public work al- 
ccations are used with real effect 
for the same ends, To deny being 
a dictator Is merely to call unneces 
sary attention to a frivolous charge 
and cause many people to think that 
after all there may be something in

practical politicians of Congress to 
complain of “Instability,” “emotional 
outbursts" and “lack of calm judg- 
ment." ‘They begin to feel that they 
must stand on thelr own fect poli

In Herbert Hoover's Shoes 





Among many people the President 
is quite unjustinably being identified 
with the depression, as was Herbert 
Hoover. There exists in business! 
circles a personal fecling of distrust 
and lack of confidence, "it is a con- 
dition which being, psychological is 
hard to remove. The President has 
become a bogey man. This feeling 
plays a large part in. tho fallure to 
Fecover from the depression. 

In addition to the hysterical at 
titude taken by many businessmen 
there is a feeling of disappointment, 
‘among 12,000,000 people who after 
five years of the New Deal are still 
unable to find work in private em- 
ployment. Organized labour is not 
0 friendiy as it was; the depression 
has been as big a blow to ils leaders 
as to the big emiployers: it may 
even lead to a more friendly feeling 
between them. Small business fol- 
lows the lead of big business and 
blames government measures for the 
depression. 

Yet there are certain bright fea 
tures, “The stock market may have 
dipped to levels very near those of 
1952 but there is far more money in| 
the banks than ever before and| 
people are no longer nervous about 
their deposits. Farm prices are 
higher and crops are plentiful, The

MANCHOUKUO MONOPOLIES 


By Mrenar, 
Ina recent issue of the excellent bi, 
‘monthly magazine, through which the South 
‘Manchuria Railway makes available in Eng- 
ish a series of special illustrated articles on 
most of the important phases of Manchou-| 
kuo life, one reads that: “The Manchuria| 
Fire & Marine Insurance Co, has a mono-| 
poly over the insurance business in Man-| 
choukuo, side by side with the Manchuria| 
Life Insurance Co.” In addition to its prim- 
ary business (presumably insurance) this 
new company, states the announcement, is| 
required to play an important role in check~| 

ing the flight of capital. 

‘The new company is capitalized at 5,000, 
000 yuan, one fourth paid up. Of this ¥.1.- 
250,000, the Industrial Bank of Manchou 
subscribed ¥.25,000. Equal amounts were 
‘taken up by the International Express Co, 

» (the Japanese forwarding concern establish: 
ed by the South Manchuria Railway) and 
the Tahsing Kungssu. ‘The remainder was 
subscribed by ‘Tokyo Marine Insurance 
‘Y.193,125, Dairen Fire Insurance ¥.250,000 
and the ‘remainder (¥.741,875) by 33 fire] 
insurance firms in Japan, _ 











‘The sum provided is modest, though the! 
Liabilities of its 38 share holding companies 
‘are very much higher. It is announced that| 
‘the new company will take an important 
part in strengthening the domestic money 
market. ‘The method in which this is to be] 
done is not indicated, possibly it is expected 
that the company’s ‘funds will all be in- 
vested in the local market. 

But with its small capital, the company| 
reinsuring not a little reinsurance to dis-| 
tribute its risks, and must pay premia to the 
roinsuring companies, so the naive sugges- 
‘tion heard that all ‘premia now paid to] 
foreign companies here will be retained 
in this country can scarcely be realized. ‘The 
problems created by the establishment of! 
this company concerning foreign insurance’ 
firms in Manchoukuo are dealt with in the! 
‘Manchoukuo Insurance Business Law, which 
was not promulgated until 26 days after this 
insurance monopoly was inaugurated. 





‘The new company thus becomes, one of 
those “who are already engaged in insurance 
Dusiness at the time of enforcement of this 
law.” The law provides that only com~ 
panies which obtain Government permits can 
engage in insurance business in Manchou- 
Kcuo, It states that those already so engaged 
are ‘required to apply for Government per-| 
mits by June 30, 1938. ‘They may, however, 
continue thelr insurance business until they 
‘obtain documents, or until their application 
is rejected, 








Foreign companies have in the past! 
enjoyed an excellent insurance _ business) 
But shortly after the Japanese Army took 

+ over the Government thelr business showed 
yeductions, In particular, Government in- 
stitutions "informed insurance brokers that 
the question of rates did not arise and that 
portion of the insurance must be given to 
Japanese firms. When the next year came! 
yound the quota of the foreign ‘firms was) 
further reduced, and in some instances they 
are allowed no ‘share in business which they’ 
had covered for some years past and for’ 
which they offered attractive rates. 

From widely scattered districts it is 
Jearned that when a Chinese businessman | 
yequires accommodation from Government, 
banks he is informed that cargo or property, 
to be available as security for an advance, 
must be covered by Japanese policies. The: 
‘explanation given at one bank was that} 
they could not read English was rather 
feeble, as the policy and endorsements had 
Chinose translations attached, 

Is it obvious that under these conditions 
it is extremely difficult for foreign insurance 
‘companies to continue in business. Tt would. 
appear that the Japanese position is that 
‘every single yen remitted from this coun- 
try elsewhere than to Japan, whether as in- 
surance premium or for any other reason, 
places additional strain on the already sadly’ 
‘over-burdened exchequer. Strict control is 
enforced on all remittances abroad. Imports: 
are restricted or forbidden, by the process: 
‘of requiring Government licences for im- 
ports, 








The process of driving out or starving out| 
foreign business houses is simply a. by-pro- 
duct of financing the continental adventure. 
‘Take, for example the foreign oil companies. 
‘They’ derived profits from the marketing of 
petroleum products and remitted their net} 
profits abroad. People were regaled by’ 
discourses on the cultural value of oil and 
solemn pronouncements on its | intimate 
connection with national defence. The mere| 
facts are that: the ofl companies apparently 
were prospering and remitted profits, 90 the 
Government took over the business, and, 
according to the budget recently published, 
enjoys a certain amount of profit from the: 
‘operation of this monopoly. 

In reckoning the net profit it should not 


respectively six times and four and a half| 
times more than in 1936, and that Man- 
choukuo purchased over '155,000 tons of! 
crude oil, which is about one third more| 
than imported in 1936. From that crude oil] 
many million gallons of refined products] 
were distilled. ‘In addition to these Agures| 
one must consider the quality of expensive| 
gagolene produced from the greatly enlarged 
shale oi! plant at Fushun. 

Since the Government does not pay itself] 
duty on refined products imported to this 
country, and since the considerably in- 
creased’ quantities noted are very probably 
required, in no small part for defence pur- 
poses, there will be no corresponding in- 
ereases in the profits or the Customs re- 
turns, 

‘The country still has to import most of} 
its liquid fuel, despite huge investments in 
plants for the’ liquefication of coal, enlarg- 
ing of shale oil plant at Fushun and utilizing| 
the shale in other centres. When it had| 
competing companies of different nationali- 
ties, it could be sure that products of good] 
‘grade would be offered at competitive prices. 
‘As far as the public is now concerned the 
quality, particularly of gasolene, is low and 
the price high, 


‘The Customs figures for last year indicate 
that over 17,000,000 gallons of gasolene arid 
nearly 23,000,000 gallons of kerosene were 
imported. ‘The values declared were about 
41 cents for the first and 30 cents for the 
second. If these figures represented the 
actual ‘cost it would not be difficult to see| 
that the oll monopoly could show a profit. 
In any event it contributed towards  the| 
solution of Japan's over-population problem, 
by ereating more jobs. 

T have seen lengthy calculations indicat~| 
{ing that if the foreign oil firms had been| 
allowed to remain here the Government] 
would have received more in duties and 
taxes than she now does in profits from the| 
monopoly, and that without making any 
capital autlay. So far the outlay for buying] 
up equipment of the ofl companies, whose| 
business here the Manchoukuo Government 
destroyed, has been no strain on the budget. 

‘The monopolies in Manchoukuo are many 
but only four; opium, oil, salt and matches 
are operated by the Government Monopoly’ 
Bureau, others are operated by special com-| 
panies in which the Government is usually’ 
a shareholder. For example the Manchurian’ 
‘Telephone & ‘Telegraph Co, is owned by the 
Governments of Japan and Manchoukuo. 
‘The railways, according to the laws of Man- 
choukuo, belong to the State. They were 
tured over by the S.M-R. for operation, and 
as securities for loans. Other industries are| 
monopolized by the simple process of licens-| 
ing only one special company for each. 
Aviation, manufacture of explosives and/ 
automotive manufacturing are conspicuous 
examples. 

‘The list covers a great variety of indus~ 
tries, By setting up monopolies the Govern- 
ment forfeits the obvious advantages of 
competition, either in order to ensure that 
all control ‘remains in its hands as in the 
case of explosives, or to encourage a group 
to whom monopoly is granted to develop] 
fan industry by ensuring that they are in no 
Ganger of competition, for example coal 
mining. 

Railways and their feeders have been! 
loosely classified as natural monopolies. ‘The| 
travelling public ean judge whether the’ ac- 
commodations offered by competitive lines 
across the American continent —compare| 
favourably with those available on Govern- 
ment operated services elsewhere, _which| 
they have seen. Considering other items 
‘on the long list of monopolies in Manchou-| 
kuo, it is clear that a good ease can be made 
‘out for several of them. One ean conceive 
of more useful improvements in public 
services than a rival telephone company. 
‘A rival water works would offer few, 
‘obvious attractions, but it does not neces 
sarily follow that the same organization 
should install waterworks in every eity in the 
land. 

‘An automotive plant putting out inferior 
produets-at increased cost can * remain in 
business with the assistance of a high protec~ 
tive tariff, if a government will decree that 
certain services must purchase a fixed num- 
ber or a fixed percentage of the products 
‘of that monopoly. In the case of an in- 
Suranee monopoly, the advantages offered are 
hot s0 obvious and it is fairly obvious that 
the reason for this form of discrimination 
against other companies is to prevent the 
flight of eapital except to Japan,

The Great Chaliapine 


Chatiapine, who died in Paris this 
week, belonged to the small group of 
theattieal personalities ‘which scems 
‘almost to have been part of another 
world, Garrick, Macready, Bernhardt, 
aving, Santley, Caruso, ‘Patti, But 
there is sort of aura which surrounds 
the great singers of history unpos- 
sessed even by the greatest actors. 
No magic sways the multitude like 
tha, of the human voice, and it 
seems to react upon the owner of 
the voice as much upon his or her 
audience. An actor may have his 
human moments, enjoy a glass of 
beer, a tale of grouse in the gunroom, 
‘even a game of marbles. ‘The singer 
moves perpetually on a stage of his 
own making and dramatizes the 
simplest every day action, 

‘Such was Chaliapine and yet much 
more. His greatest part was Boris 
Godounoy in Moussorgsky’s opera, 
Yet it was not really a part. Chalia- 
pine was in truth the Tsar himself, 
‘And thus he was accepted by all, a 
hhuge domineering personality who 
endured no opposition and was sub- 
mitted to because he was so obviously 
born to dominate the world. 

‘He had an extraordinary. ‘career, 
gon of a drunken shoomaker of 
Kazan, apprentice to another shoe- 
‘maker, a railway porter, a stevedore, 
member of a strolling company of 
clowns, a stroct singer. He | was 
singing outside a restaurant in Tiflis 
when Oussatov, a noted opera singer, 
heard him and got him an engage- 
ment at the Tiflis opera house. Be 
fore long he was at the Imperial 
Opera House in St. Petersburg, and 
the res, was easy. From such bee 
innings it is easy to visualize him 
as half a savage ond so in his 
behaviour in theatres and concert 
rooms he frequently seemed. Handel 
himself who waged perpetual war on 
the eaprices of “that fearsome wild- 
fowl" the primadonna, would have 
had dimeulty in taming Chatlapine, 
But he had broad, generous instincts, 
‘and in 1921 toured all Europe in ald 
fof the Russian famine relief. He, 
too, had known what it was to be 
hungry.
